The Chesnnt Street Bridge.

7 i Chegnut Street Bridge s likely to hive
in our local history as a monumsent of slow
work, We do not belleve it took the Egyp
tians as long to build one of their pyramids,
a8 it bas taken the contractors for the above
named structure to get it to its present hall-
completed stage. 7The thing has been so long
in course of erection, that we serlously doubt
whether many of our citizens ean rosember
when it was begun; and hence it s possible
that the origin of the Chesnut Street Bridge
may, before it is finished, attaln to the vene-
rable antlquity of those prescriptive laws of
0ld England, whose whole awtherity lies in
the fact that they have endured so long that
the memory of man runneth not to the con-
trary. Oan one of the granite stones of the
centre pler of the bridgze, some artist has en-
graven the figures 1805; but if that lnscrip-
tion was intended to express the date when
the edifice was commenced, It will, moat cer-
tainly, publish a gross falsehood in chro-
nology.

The publie, however, is wuch more con-
cerned to know when the bridge will be com-
pleted than when it was bemun. U'hat has,
for some time past, been an uppermost ques-
tion in the popular mind, to which, unfortu-
nately, no one hms yet been able to give a
positive answer, Various predictions upon
the subject, made by the contractors and
others within the last four or five years, have
been unrealized ; and the consequence ia thaty
nobody now seems to be willing to take the
reponsibility of saying when the bridge will
bacome an accomplished fact, or whether it
will ever, within the lifetime of this and the
next generation, at least, be consummated,
The old proverb, so frequently used to rebuke
those who expect great undertakings to be
carrled through with impossible expedition,
to wit, ¥ Rome was not built in a day,”is
likely to be superseded, in this city at least,
by this saying:—The Chesnut Street Bridge
was not budlt in flve years!

There is noth'ng like having old apothegms,
which have lost their force by age, replaced
by new ones, which come home more Imme-
diately and familiarly to the eommon under-
standing of the peeple. They “point a moral”
much more effectively, and delight the mind
with so lively & sense of their meaning and
pertinency, that we almost laugh at an afflic-
tion by reason of the ridiculomwsness of the
illustration. And this is really the state of
mind with which the peopls are now regard-
ing the Chesnut Street Bridge, The thing is
scarcely ever named in public without ex-
citing a gemeral ba! ha! all round, and pro-
voking the tacetiousness of every wag in the
company.

But in good earnest, the bridge is no laugh-
ing matter. It is greatly needed as an avenue
of communicatien between the east and west
ends of the city, and ought, by all means, to
be opened to travel belore the present century
runs out. And It ls quite prebable, if the
work Is only pressed lorward benceforth with
the same vigor and promptress with which it
has been pushed hitherto, that we shall be
permitted to cross the Bchuylkill, at Chesnut
street, without the ald of a boat, before the
year 1600! The spectator will observe, any
duy, the enormous number of laborers em-
ployed in the "building of the structure, and
be struck, no doubt, with the marvellous
energy with which they are stralning every
muscle and nerve to finish the “job.” But
he cannot, neveriheless, expect human thews
and stuews to work impossibilities, He must
make allowance for gtress of weather; for the
difficulty of gotting cempetent workmen ; for
the enormous rise sineg the Rebellion in the
wages of labor; for the unappreciable time it
requires to cast and ralse 1o their places huge
masges of irom mrebes, and columns, and
braces; and, finally, the fearful perploxity to

which the contractors for such works are
subjected, In having so much other work on
hand that they cannot (possibly get t(hrough
with thelr angagements to the public withogt
sacrificing  their private custom. Thess, and
ether like considerations, should always be
borne in memory by those absurdly impatient
“old fogles” who foollshly Imagine that it Is
as easy to build a bridge over the Bchuylkill
a5 it lsto bulld & monument to the "Father
of his Country.” 1s it met notorious, that the
corser-gtone of a structure in honor of the
sage and patriot of Mount Vernon was
lald in the Washiogton Square more tham
n quarter ol a century ago, and

. la Tis % 1 d? Ta H nint :

well known that a national edifice, of the sams
character and purposs, was begun st the
Federal Capltal many years sinoe, aad is still
standing, in ragged incompletonsss, right under
the shadow of the very walls within which the
Congress of the Republic dwily assemblos?
Why, then, should it bo supposed lor & mo-
maont that a bridge across one of ouar intra-
mural rivers should be built in a briefer perisd
than the whole people of the United 3tates
can erect on¢ complete monumasnt to Wash.
mmgton? The idea is slmaply proposterous,

1t Is not, of courss, our purposs to blame
any one particularly, for the unreasonable
rapldity with winch tle work on the Chasnut
Street Bridge has baen pushad ahead. Waere
#0 many are coswcerned In the rash impetn-
osity with which the “job” is being shoved
to completion, it would he unfalr, as it cor-
talnly is imposu.ble, to say who Is in fault.
The City Sarveyor and the City Councils
have repeatedly tried to solve (he myaiery,
without suctess; and it surely wouald be pre-
sumptuons were we to attompt to unravel
the enigmas which have proved too hatd for
their acute lequisitios. The subject, how-
over, is worthy of elose fuvestigation ; and we
may yet discover for the public benefit why
it is that those emgaged 10 building the bridge
are hurrying the work so precipitately to a
concluslon.

How it Will Oparate,
Avren a delay which, if it had been employed
in perfecting an ordinance, should have in-
sured a model law, the Councils of our city
yesterday adopted s plan for the cleansing of
the streets, which, Iif' it be not eflicacious, is
at lenst eomplex. 1In a previous article we
opposed the particular form in which the
scheme was drawn up, because of the power
whieh it gave into the hands of one man,
Upon eloser inspeetion there will appear other
evils, so radical in their nature that they will
inj all probability nullify the end intended
by the designer of the bill. Let us look at
its provisions. :

1. It mives to the Mayor the absolute dis
pesel of the contract, without any restraint or
provis'on. He can award the job to any of
his friends if he Is 5o loclined. He can glve
it to amy ether than the lowest bidder, e
need not publish for proposals. There is no
guarantee agaiost pcciallity, favorit’sm, or
frand. We have confidence in Mayor Mc-
MicaARL, but were it the angel GABRIEL,
we would be oppuse | togiving into his hands
such absolute power. The most virtuous
public officer should have some check on his
movements, and in the provisions of the bill
we find none whatever, ex:ept the limitation
that the sum paid sonaally shall not exceed
$£05,000,

2. It provides for th: continaance of the
eontract in the same hands for the term of
five years, yet at the sume time glves the ap-
pointment to an official whose term of office
will expire 1n less than three years from the
date of the award, In other words, it saddles
upon anether administration, which will be
Mr, McMICBAREL’S sugeessor, an incumbent
of his appointment, and one into whose hands
the immense sum of nearly $100,000 must
anmually be paid. In none of the systems ot
public patronage, either in our National or
State politics, does the term of office of the
appcintee extend beyond that of the superior
who gave him h's position. But here in our
municipal affairs is a precedent established of
placing in office &4 man who will hold his posi-
tion and receive its perogalives under a new
regime, which bad nothing to do with the
gelection, and with the success or feelings of
which he is in no wise identifled.

8. It gives to the Mayor the singular power
ol “absolutely annulling the contract eor con-
tracts” whenever,in his oplulon, upon hisjown
information or that of ¢he Chief Inspector or
Joint Commlttee, thefe has been any falure
on the part of the contractors to perform all
the requirements,” That is to say, sheuld
the present Mayor, or his successor, (and we
know not whether we will be again favored
with so honest amd upright an officer,) after
baving given out the job, find another applicant
who Is more consonant with hig personal wishes
all that is neceasary, in order to get rid of the
incumbent, is to find a back alley which is not
cleansed, and send hiw a written notice an-
nouncing the annulling of s contract and
the forfeitnre of his “two good eecurities.
We opine tbat the fortunate receiver of the
award will have some slight difficolty in
securing “two good securities” who will be
willing to place their bonds im such a pre-
carious depository as that provided by the
ordinance. The action of one man caun for-
feit them, and that one man may be pecuni-
arily interested in favor of such & course.
We imagine the worst, for, sad as it may be,
we are compelled to acknowledge that the
example of the metropolis shows that such
things can be, and that even mayors are not
necessarily incorruptible.

4. While the comparatively meagre sum of
$06,000 s all that is allowed to the contractor,
yet of even this he s not sare. In fact, while
he bargains for $05,000 he will only have at
his disposal the sum of 887,000 per annum, as
the second section provides for the retention
of one-twelith of the sum for the purpose of
going over the ground cleaned by the con-
tractor, and seeing that it is well swept and
garnished. In fact, the ‘whole wording of the
ordinance seems designed to place the aspi-

| rant for the award in such a position that he

will be unjustly imposed upon, and, If possi-
ble, placed in such a position that he will be
compelled to decling the coniract, We should
think from the provisions of the law that
it was Intended to opsrate like DrACO code,
and full dead becnuse of its stringency. We
should imagine that it was not the wish of
the desinger of the measure that any com-

tract should he entered iuto, but that In arder

to (quie public this law is wil

the understanding that it will bo of wo prac-
tioal effect,

Whatever may have been the intontion, the
workings jof the ordinance will be anything
but [what is desired or anticipated. Andin
viaw of the fact that it is likely to remain a
dead letter, we are pleased to see that the
Board of Health have determined to take
active steps should Councils fail to do so. It
map be that the resolutions sent to our Clty
Fathers were abrupt, were too sharp to ba
exactly proper, but the subject-matter con-
tained in them will please the people. Madi-
cal men are with us, like they are among the
Choctaws and Camanches, exompted from
the conventional rules of parliamentary ati-
quette. They see that life and death hang in
the balance, and, with an imoatience
which s almost excosable, they call for
action to decide the trembl'ng scale in faver of
life. They see that with the re urn ol warm
weather will probably come the cholera, and
they desire 1o make every preparation for its
reception ; they desire to set thelr houses in
order, so that .they may ba prepared for the
worst ; and 1f, in their anxisty, thay exhibit an
undue exciiement, let us fmpute it to their
wish to save life, and not to aay factious de-
gire to be losolent. Under any circum-
stances, we antlelpate that the lothargy which
bas continuad for months in the department
of cleansirg is to be broken up,and action,
vigorous action, either under the ordinance or
by the Board of Health, take the place of idle
and dangerous indifference.

The Upinion of the Hon.

Brown, ol Grorgia.
A nuMBER of the members of the Legisla-
ture of Georgin have written a letter to
ex-Governor Josera E. Browx, eof that
State, requesting his view3 “as to the loglsia-
tion which Is proper, under existing circum-
stances, relative to the ficedmen,” To this
appeal Mr, BrRowN bas written a sensible and
powerfal reply, which will compare most
fuvorably with any of his previous produc-
tions. Durlng the war the Governor of
Georgla agquired a reputation which was
rather anomalous in its character, The ex-
treme eccentricity of his public acts, combined
with the doubt which enveloped his political
sentiments, made him rather the object of
wonder than admiration. He kept himselt
continually before the popular eye, for the
curious were speculating as to what would be
his new vagary. The conquest of treason
has acted llke a charm to dispel the clouds of
doubt which has obscured his brain; and as the
Insane are frequently restored to reason by
being led to the top of a high mountain, and
taking in at one glance so wide and grand an
expanse of country, so has Mr. BRowxN baen
made sensible by one long loek f(rom the
helght of freedom.

The gist of his whole letter is contained in
the concluding paragraph:—

“l think it uawise and miudicious for the
Leglsinture to pnss any Frecdman's Code, or any
other law that discriminates between the races,
g0 lur ns rights and remediea in our Courts are
concerned, A short statute extendlng the pro-
vitions of the pennl code of this State 50 a¢ to
embrace all persons of Alrican descent, and ex-
tending to them &ll the oivil rights In our Courts
enjoyed by white persons, cxcept the right to sit
In the jury box, together with rhe same rights
of marriage ns bietween persons of their own
color, and the same rights of inheritance, with
the same laws of guardinuship, appreaticeship,
ete,, is all the legisiation relative to them which
is expedient or proper.”

Here there is good common sense. He doaes
not like the combination of events which has
placed the black man on a legal equality with
the white ; yet, when such an event s irreme-
diable, e bows to it as a necessity, and
recommends that they act as sound thinking
men, and not as hot-blooded boys, Let the
proper protection be glyen to the blacks; let
the suggestion of Mr. BROWN be acted upon,
and to the State of Georgla will be awarded
the praise due to reason, and the prosperity
which ever follows In the path of wise legis-

lation.
